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FEBRUARY  UNIFORM  PRICE  $3.89 


Dairy  farmers  will  receive  a  uniform  price  of  $3.89  for  February  deliveries  of 
Grade  A  milk  to  handlers  under  the  South  Bend-LaPorte,  Indiana,  milk  order.  The 
uniform  price  is  based  upon  a  butterfat  test  of  3.5  percent,  and  will  be  adjusted 
by  a  differential  of  7.1  cents  for  each  one-tenth  percent  that  tests  vary  above 
or  below  the  3.5  percent  standard.  This  minimum  price  is  subject  to  a  3  cent  per 
hundredweight  marketing  service  deduction,  together  with  the  authorized  hauling 
charges  and  the  3  percent  transportation  tax  on  the  hauling.  This  uniform  price 
is  down  10  cents  from  the  January  price  and  is  6  cents  less  than  the  uniform 
price  of  a  year  ago. 

PRODUCER  RECEIPTS 


Producers  delivered  over  lU  and  one-half  million  pounds  of  milk  to  handlers  in 
February  on  this  market,  and  of  these  receipts,  69.6%  were  allocated  to  Class  I 
for  computation  of  the  uniform  price.  On  a  daily  basis,  production  was  26.5% 
over  a  year  ago,  and  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  this  market,  the  average 
daily  herd  production  was  over  500#.  The  previous  high  in  average  daily  herd 
production  on  this  market  occurred  in  May  1956,  when  we  reached  a  high  of  U8ii#, 
as  compared  to  the  509#  average  of  February. 

SALES  INFORMATION 

Class  I  sales  have  increased  on  a  daily  basis  about  13  percent  over  a  year  ago. 
Analyzing  the  statistics  on  the  following  page,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that 
fortified  skim  milk  has  accounted  for  a  large  amount  of  the  increase.  Fortified 
skim  milk  sales  are  102.5%  higher  than  a  year  ago,  while  regular  skim  milk  sales 
are  declining  slightly. 

FINAL  DEC IS IOW  FOR  ORDER  WO.  67 


The  final  decision  was  signed  March  15,  1957,  by  Earl  L.  Butz,  Assistant  Secretary 
of  Agriculture.  The  final  decision  has  not  been  changed  from  the  recommended 
decision.  The  complete  order  is  being  rewritten  to  eliminate  some  of  the 
unnecessary  parts  that  have  been  deleted  and  no  longer  pertain  to  the  operation 
of  the  order.  This  amendment  will  probably  be  effective  April  1,  1957.

This  compares  with  $U.l65  for  February  1956.  The  March  1957  Class  I  price  is
